Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  in  1971  were  a  record  high  of 
$608  billion^    Increased  marketings  and  higher  prices  were  responsible  for  the 
increase  from  $6„5  billion  in  1970.    Total  milk  production  for  1971  was  118,640 
million  poimds,  1  percent  above  the  previous  yearo 


Record-high  cash  receipts 

Milk  producers* cash  receipts  from  milk  and  cream  were  $6,815  million,  up  4 
percent  from  the  previous  high  of  last  year„     Cash  receipts  increased  in  all  of  the 
10  leading  producing  States„    Wisconsin  led,  followed  by  New  York,  California, 
Pennsylvania  and  Minnesota„    These  5  States  accounted  for  45  percent  of  the  total 
cash  receipts  for  milk  and  cream  in  1971  „     Returns  for  combined  marketings  of  milk 
and  cream  averaged  $5o94  per  hundredweight,    exceeding  the  previous  record  of  1970 
by  I60.     Cash  receipts  from  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  totaled  $6,581  million, 
an  increase  of  5  percent  from  1970.    Returns  from  the  sale  of  cream,  at  $25  million, 
were  down  17  percent  from  the  previous  year,  continuing  the  downward  trend  for 
this  item.    Direct  sales  to  consumers  totaled  $209  million,  3  percent  below  1970 „ 
Value  of  milk  used  in  farm  households  in  1971  is  estimated  at  $132  million,  down 
6  percent  from  the  previous  yearo     The  farm  value  of  all  milk  produced  in  1971  is 
$7,043  million,  a  4  percent  increase  from  a  year  earlier„ 


Marketings  by  producers  increased  lo5  percent  in  1971 

Milk  and  cream  marketed  by  producers  totaled  114,,  8  billion  poiinds  of  milk 
equivalent  in  1971,  up  1.5  percent  from  1970 »     These  marketings  consist  of  whole 
milk  and  farm- separated  cream  sold  to  plants  and  dealers,  as  well  as  milk  sold 
directly  to  consumers.    Marketings  of  whole  milk  to  plants,  at  112,, 2  billion  pounds, 
were  2  percent  above  1970„ 


Farm  use  of  milk  continues  downward 

Milk  used  for  all  purposes  on  farms  where  produced  is  estimated  at  3.8  billion 
poimds,  6  percent  less  than  the  previous  year„    Of  the  milk  used  on  farms  in  1971, 
57  percent  was  consumed  in  farm  households  as  fluid  milk,  cream  and  farm-churned 
butter  while  43  percent  was  fed  to  calve So
